1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach the device having the stable housing element having the 
stationary or moveable support of the device, housing space can be enlarged by moving 
the movable dimensionally stable part of the housing element and the elastic mold part 
is stretchable by generating a low pressure in the housing space for removing the 
object. The closest prior art, Kuo, only teaches the elastic mold part and does not teach 
the movable, dimensionally stable part enlarging the housing space. The other prior art 
DE900544 uses the part to eject the molded product.
